CHINI IS DIVIDED 
OVED CONSTITUTION

Peking, Sept. I.—(By 
mail.)—Con 
Ktitutiouality is the wall behind which 
contending factions in China are tak 
ing refuge. 
Premier Tuan Chi-jui in 
slats that the republic which he re 
established in Peking with Vice. Pres! 
dent Feng Kuo-chang at its head, Is 
the constitutional government of Chi 
na. 
The so-called parliament at Canton 
consisting of fifty or sixty members of 
the dissolved parliament insists that 
it is the constitutional government of 
China, and that Ll Yuan hung still I 
the president. 
The "constitutionalists” now active 
in south China under the direction of 
Sun Yatsen have contested every im 
portant change In (he central govern 
rnent during the last few months, anti 
denounced it as unconstitutional. They 
say Ll Yuan-hung had no right to dis 
solve parliament, and that there cer 
tainly ta nothing in the Nanking provis 
ional constitution which Justified the 
action. 
Consequently, according if* their line 
of reasoning, Beng Kuo-chang is nelth 
er Hie legal president nor the legal 
acting president of China. 
There is some doubt as to what Feng 
Kuo-chung's own conviction is as to bis 
legal status. 
While he has permitted 
all foreign legations to he presented to 
him as president and signs official doc 
umenta as president, he is represented 
to provisional authorities as being only 
acting president- 
It is believed thai 
Feng Kuo-chang is undoubtedly anx 
ious to be elected president by a pariia 
Blent legall constituted, or constituted 
as legal? as it is possible to do so un 
der the"present unsettled conditions in 
China. 
Ile has held out against the 
plan of lits cabinet to have a national 
council formed with five members from 
each province to act as a parliament. 
tFeng Kuo-chang heads a de 
facto 
government which actually exists 
Peking, and has the support of nine 
teen provinces and the recognition of 
all important foreign powers. There 
fore, the efforts of the opposition In ib< 
south to oppose the 
Peking govern 
meat and deny its legal existence, thus 
far seem futile.

The people living along the so-called 
eastern route of the proposed Henry 
Exall highway composing the counties 
of Freestone, Leon, Madison, Walker, 
and Montgomery, have been making a 
big effort to get the Henry to rn mis­ 
sion to designate the Exall

Some ten 
days ago they evidently came to the 
conclusion that there was small chance 
of securing the highway, by reason of 
their

place I saw a row of twelve dead wo­ 
men and children who had been lying 
in the shade of tree*. With them was 
one little baby still alive. The shade 
had shifted and the burning August 
sun had fallen on them and killed 
them. A long trench was dug beside 
the field where these people were en-
